In the autumn thoro is generally asap: 
plementary. delivery’ (ax the Post Offico

Great quantities 
of wheat have beon received in Ticntsin 
from Manchuria, where the yield is suid 
te have been exceptioinl, and im the vicini 
ty of the Grand Canal this also modifies 
the price, Although tho telograph -haa 
buen in operation for more than eighteen 
years, oven in times’ whoty the priee is 
fible fo riso and fall within a few hours, 
it does not seem to be much used by 
merchants, who find it casior to pursue the 
old paths, thon to adapt themselves to any 
thing 60 revolutionary as a wiro lotter- 
cartier at suvoral hundred cash por word.

Bombay, February 8.—The mortality in 
Bombay yesterdny renched the unprece- 
donted total of 405, Whilst this is higely 
due to Plague, diseases, Jike diarrhws and 
dysentery, which aru rife amongst the 
Famine-striken rofugeos crowding the City, 
econtribote materially to. thetotal, Small.
